To authorize an Appeal from the Applotments 
of County Assessments in Ireland, and for 
regulating such Applotments in certain cases.

by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland Pr«mWe 
I in the thirty-sixth year of the reign of his late Majesty, 
intituled, “ An Act for the amendment of Public Roads, for directing 
‘‘ the power of Grand Juries respecting Presentments, and for re- 
5 pealing several Laws heretofore made for that purpose,” it is 
enacted, that the Clerk of the Crown of every County in Ireland shall, 
within four days after such Assizes, deliver to the Treasurer of such 
County copies of all Presentments made at such Assizes, and such 
Treasurer shall, within one month after he shall have received such 
10 copies of the Presentments, issue his warrants to the several persons 
who under the provisions of the said Act are to be the collectors for 
levying and collecting the sums to be raised off each barony and half 
barony of such county, and that every person empowered to receive 
such warrants, to whom the same shall be sent, shall, within ten days 
15 after he shall have received such warrant, deliver or send to the 
seneschal or churchwardens of each manor, parish, or denomination of 
land contained in such warrant (or in case there shall be no seneschal 
or churchwarden of the same, then to any principal residing inhabitant, 
if he shall be required so to do by any two landholders of any such 
manor, parish, or denomination of land, or if he shall deem it necessary 
so to do) an account in writing, signed by himself, of the sum he is 

required

required by said warrant to levy upon such manor, parish, or denomina- 
tion, andto desire that such sum may be applotted thereon ; and every 
person receiving such account is required to convene a meeting of the 
landholders and inhabitants of such manor parish or denomination, to 
choose two or more persons to applet the said sum fully and justly, 5 
which applotment shall be delivered within thirty days to the person 
who shall have been empowered to collect the same ; and such collector 
is authorized to collect the sum so applotted by sale and distress of the 
goods and chattels of the persons who shall appear by said applotment 
to be liable to pay the same : jy 

And whereas by the said Act no Appeal is granted from the decision 
of such applotters, in case any person or persons should conceive him- 
self, herself or themselves aggrieved thereby : And whereas it is 6t and 
expedient that an Appeal should lie against such applotment : 

And whereas the applotters so chosen have in some instances applotted 15 
on barren lands, which never had within the memory of man, previous to 
such applotment, paid any county cess or rates, an acreable sum, at as high 
a rate as the most fertile and valuable lands were assessed to; 115(16 it 
(SttattcD, by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and ao 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
Personsa^- the same, 1 HAT if any person or persons shall feel himself, herself or 
SppSSiw* themselves aggrieved by the applotment made of any such assessment, it 
A«^m/nts lawful forsuch person or persons, within Ten days after 

may app^. such applotment shall have been made, to lodge an appeal from the same 25 
with the Clerk of the peace of the county in which such manor, parish, or 
denomination shall be situated; and if such appeal shall be from an 
applotment of an assessment laid on at any Summer assizes, the same 
shall be tried at the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be held for 
such county in the month of October, within the district in which such 30 
manor, parish, or denomination is situate; and if such appeal shall be 
from an applotment of an assessment laid on at any Lent Assizes, such 
appeal shall be tried at a Special Sessions of the peace to be held on 
some day in the month of June, for the purpose of trying any appeal 
or appeals which may be lodged against such applotment or applet- 35 
raents ; and it shall and may be lawful for such Clerk of the peace, and 
he is hereby required to summon a Special Session of the peace to be 
held within the district in which such manor, parish, or denomination 
is situate, for the purpose of hearing such appeal or appeals ; and such 
Clerk of the peace shall give Ten days notice in some newspaper pub- 40 
lished in such county, or in some county adjoining the same, and shall 
also post notice on the door of the court-house of such district, and 
upon the church doors of the parish in which such manor or denomina- 
tion is situated, of the day, hour and place where such Special Sessions 

shall 
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shall be held ; and the Justices of the peace attending at such General 
or Special Sessions shall proceed to hear such appeal or appeals, and it 
shall and may be lawful for such Justices either to confirm or alter such 
applotnient, according to the justice of the case, as they shall think fit, 
5 and the collectors of the assessment shall collect the sum assessed 
according to such decision. 






And be it further Enacted, That each of the persons so appointed to Copy of Ap- 
applot any such sum, shall keep a Copy of such Applotment, and shall be°k™pTfor" 
upon demand permit any landholder or inhabitant of such manor, 

10 parish or denomination, to inspect the same during the space of Ten 
days after such applotment shall have been returned to the person 
empowered to levy the sum so applotted ; and if any person or persons 
who shall have so applotted such sum, shall neglect or refuse to permit 
any person as aforesaid . to inspect such applotment, such person or 
1 5 persons shall for every such offence forfeit the sum of Fite pounds, to 
be recovered and applied in like manner as the penalties imposed 
by the said recited Acts. 



And be it further Enacted, That no barren Lands, which never have Barren Lands

20 to the first of January One thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, "otTo^befia. 
shall be liable thereto, until the County Cess or the Barony or half coumy^Cess. 
Barony in which such manor, parisii, or denomination is situate, shall be 
imposed under the provisions of an Act passed in the Seventh year of 
His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act to make provision for 
“ the uniform valuation of Lands and Tenements within several 
“ Baronies, Parishes and pther divisions of Counties in Ireland, for the 
” purpose of the more equally levying the rates and charges upon such 
“ Baronies, Parisliesand Divisions respectively.”
